West road that will make connection 
with the Great Northern Hue into 
Fernlo. This line will secure AVlnni- 
peg connection through Reglna on the 
east. 

"The aggression of the Great North- 
ern in Western Caiuula is iiromiitliig 
the Canadian Pacilic to activity In the 
Mill territory to the south of the line, 
and the Canadian Soo Montana exten- 
sion will pass about 40 miles north of 
Culberlscei, iilinnKt. paralleling Ihe 
Great Xorthen; through Valley and 
Cliotoau counties. This line will touch 
at Havre, INloiitaiia, and will pass 
ilirougli the Sweet Grass hills. It will 
eventually be continued to Urownlng, 
ill the Blackfeet country, and will tap 
liie oil .ind coal section of southwestern 
.Vlljerta. 

"Plans are that the Soo western ex- 
tension shall pass Into the state of 
Washington, where it will likely link 
uji with the C P. H. lino from Yahk, 
on the Crow's Nest line, to Spokane, 
and a branch will pass through Wash- 
ington along Its nortliern boundary to 
the coast and into the heart of the 
iireat jS'orthern territory." 

The question the people have to con- 
sider is: How does it affect the In- 
terests of Canada as a whole, without 
reference to., the two companies most 
immediately Involved? If >vc create 
railway Interests In the country for a 
special purpose at the jiubllc expense, 
should we protect our inyestmcnt, or 
should we -declare the flsTj^ we have 
made open to the world?:

, tvH "The Prihce Edjvard Island Oovern- 
inent spent more than its income last 
year, and increased the provincial debt 
by .SU.llOl). I'rince lC<lwiird is anioni; 
the provinces which want the IJouiinion 
Government to talce o»st iUe cost of this 
kind of thing. It seeks to cure tlie re- 
sults of bud business at Chnrlottctowu 
iliy Kettitii; thrdii^'h a bad business .prop- 
osition, at (Jttawa." 

The aheve is frmn The Montreal Ga- 
zette, it is the stereotyped attitude of 
the Gazette upon the duestion of iii- 
creased subsidies to tlie provinces, arid 

. represents neitlier rhyme nor reason. 
-'Our coiitempninry has iievin- stepped to 
consider whether the deficit by the prov- 
anee of Prince Ed-ward Island is "bad 
business" or not. It ^ms nevcit caused 

• enquiry into the circumsi^aiices as to 
Vliether the allowance to the jirovince 
is snificieiit fur the re()uiremeuts of 
the province, oi' wliel her tiie local sources 
of revenue left to thi' province arc snt- 
licient otherwise, without resort to di- 
rect taxation whicli all the provinces 
wish 10 avoid, if they ciiii. Tlie (Ja- 
zetle assumes that in every ciise in 
.wliieh a demand for increased siilisidy 
arises it is the result of extravagance 
on the part of the local govcrument, 
and thiit it simply means a desire to 
liave the opportunity <if siKMidin.i; more 
nn<iliey wlietlua- there is really a ilcoil 
.for i- 111- net. 

Our <.Miat(."nipiirary says that the pro- 
vincial governments should live within 
thcir'income, without acqniilntiiig itself 
with the fiK't which shouhi determine 
.whetlier that iiiennie is siilfieii'iit for all 
purposes, and whether the provinces ars 
not morally entitled to u greater share 
of the reveniius wliicli go to tlie Domin- 

- ion. The fact that the Diiminimi treas- 
ury is overllowim; with nnmey, and that 
the provinces liave constantly to carve 
and cut to make ends meet does not^oeni 
to liave entered into the ethical merits 
of the case. 

By the constitution, under wliich tlio 

■ division o£ powers and rmam-ial resiaircfs 

S'w.-re made, as between liie iirovinces 
and the Dominion, certain ohlisaiions 
were imposed on the provinces ,^ as well 
•IS ii|)iiii the federal iiut.liorlty,' and the 
(iMCstiiiii is net whellier in jin rt icnlar 

cases t lii'i i' lins 1 n i^xt r.-iva.unnce, hnl 

whether in ill the eirelimstaiives (lie 
pi-(ivisioii fur tlie provinces has heen 
made ample. The ehar>,'c of e.xtniva- 
gaiico is one wliicii we think the Gazette 
will not contend is coulincd to the pro- 
vinces alone. In ftict, by its own reas- 
oning, if more money >vere given over 
to the provinces, tliero would Jbe the 



The Great Northern and the Canadian 
Pacific are, however, ancient; enemies, 
and each Is apparently resolved to 
invade the other's territory as far as 
that can bo regarded as protltable to 
do. 

There are two ways, from a disin- 
terested point of view, to ilook . at the 
situation as It appears to' Be 'sh'a'plng. 
One is suggested by the fact that the 
Canadian Paclllc, the Canadian North- 
ern and the Grand Trunk Paclllc are 
all Canadian railways which have been 
or are' heavily helped by the Canadian 
people to make Canada commercially 
and politically independent of the 
Llnlted States. .As the Montreal Ga- 
zette expresses It, "The result of 
Mr. Hill's policy, If It Is car- 
ried out, will be. In proportion to the 
extent his lines penetrate the tradlc- 
prodiielng region, to nullify the effect 
of what has been or is to be done in 
behalf of Canadian lines. To say this, 
however. Is not to say that the exten- 
sion will not be made." 

In other words, the money and land 
and energies of the people having been 
expended to open up and develop the 
West, and that liavlngr been practically 
accomplished, "the ' Great Northern 
steps In.to.plck the ripe plum, to reap 
where It has not sown, to divert a 
certain amount of the traflU- for which 
Canadians paid in order iiial it iniKiit 
go lliiough Canadian channels. How 
does It affect the Interests of the 
people- who have striven for this 'ob- 
ject.- The intrusion of the Great 
.Xoilhern Is not one wc require in the 
interests of competition, as wc have 
alre;idy, or will have shortly, three 
competing lines of our own. 

AVe have In t'le views of the Mont- 
real Herald the other side of the (pies- 
! tion, not forgetting that It iiractice.lly 
' rejireseiits the \-ie\vs of the Hon. Syd- 
Tiey Fisher, Doiiilnloii minister of agri- 
culture, who is In favor of unrestricted 
reciprocity " with the United States, 
upon w-hlch In this connection we shall 
Inive more to say. The Herald sums 
up the situation thus: 

"If he did 'Invade* the wheat bolt 
with a branch of his railway, or It he 
did, as some seciii to think he may. 
obtain the working control of the 
Cnnudlaii Northern, Ik- would be only 
doing what the ( 'aiiadiau ■Paciflo did 
when It got control of the"Sault line. 
We in the East, of course, naturally 
prefer that all of tlie business of tlie 
West should come to us. It would be 
well to relli.'ct, however, that '.he tens 
of thousands of Americans now com- 
ing in have their ideas and habits as 
to such matters pretty well fixed, 
which means that' they would luiturally 
lid a good deal of buying, other tilings 
being e(|ual, where they have been 
accu.stiimed to do it. h^astern Cana- 
dians should make up their minds that 
tlierc Is only one good way to over- 
come that tendency, and the one way 
is not to depend upon flic tariff .so 
iiiucli as upon their own energy in 
ciiltlvi'.tlng so good a market. Jn this

THE BARMAID. 

The tendency of legislators to legis 
late against Improbable oinorgenclos Isj 
Illustrated in the bill now- before the 
Ontario assembly, which has a provi- 
sion against the - employment of bar- 
maids. The provision in Itself Is a 
good one, on the a.sHuinptlou that 
there was a real danger to guard 
against; but»the barmaid is a. feature 
peculiar to British, or at least conti- 
nental, life, where social conditions 
are entirely different to what they are 
in America. This is wli.-U an eastern 
exchange says about the matter; 

"Hon. Mr. Haiina's liquor licence bill 
;^orbIds the employment of barmaids 
in Canada. Barmaids have been im"- 
]Krt(d Into Canada from ]->ngland on 
several Dceaslons, but, unlllie the 
I'ngllsh sparrow, they never seemed to 
thrive In this country. If they were 
not good looking they drove aw-ay 
.custom, and if they vert good looking 
the customers married them. For 
these reasons we believe the barmaid 
Is extinct in Ontario." 

The experini'jnt has been tried In 
Ontario, but it has never bben a suc- 
'cess, and for reas-ons which operate 
to a greater extent than in Ontario. 
Some time in ih.e future, when we 
have conditions similar to what they 
are In England, we may have bar- 
maids, but not until then. 



Who would bo the Czar of Iluesia if 
he had liis choice of a career?

iiiL'lit in or-icr to ask their mlviee, or 
in w-ork upon projected nieasnros of re- 
fciriii. II<i w-rites <ifli)ii for hours at a 
stretch.
